More delays for Wrigley Field 


Right-field bleachers, 
some restrooms won’t 
be ready for opener

When the Chicago Cubs open their season 
at Wrigley Field next month, players and 
fans may feel a bit like homeowners who 
live in a house where workers are tearing 
apart the kitchen. 

Members of the media were led on a tour 
Monday of Major League Baseball’s second- 
oldest ballpark, which has become a forest 
of beams and pipes on a dirt floor amid a 
massive renovation. 

Many of the steel girders that will sup- 
port the ballpark’s huge new video board 
still are lying on the ground beyond the left- 
field wall because cold weather in Febru- 
ary made it difficult for steel workers to do 
their jobs. February tied the record for the 
coldest February in Chicago— set in 1875. 

Cubs officials said the concourse will be 
open for business and the video board will be 


working come the team’s opening day game 
on April 5 against the St. Louis Cardinals. 

To get everything done, Cubs officials 
will ask the city for permission to work 
around the clock, said Crane Kenney the 
team’s president of business operations. 
And while the team has said for weeks that 
the bleachers won’t be open until May on 
Monday officials said only the left-field and 
center-field bleachers will open in May The 
right-field bleachers won’t be open until 
June, officials said. 

Kenney also said some of the bathrooms 
will not be finished until May or June. Men’s 
restrooms still will feature troughs, he said. 

“It is going to be a little dusty and a little 
dirty this year,” Kenney said. 

On Monday Wrigley looked a bit like 
those old grainy photographs of the ball- 
park as it was being built in 1914. But unlike 
1914 when the whole park cost $250,000 
to build, what’s happening now is the first 
phase of a project that will cost $375 million 
to renovate the stadium itself and a total of 
$575 million when a nearby hotel, plaza and 


office complex are complete. 

During Monday’s media tour, Carl Rice, 
the Cubs’ vice president of ballpark opera- 
tions, discussed some challenges of reno- 
vating a park that is both part of the history 
of baseball and a historic landmark that 
must be treated carefully— right down to 
the famous ivy-covered outfield wall. 

“We had permission from the city to re- 
place {part of the wall}, so we took it down 
brick by brick, one by one, analyzed which 
brick is of a good nature, kept that and put 
all that brick in place and we are now in the 
process of reattaching the ivy to the wall,” 
Rice said. 

New outfield signs — four billboard-type 
signs and two video boards— have generat- 
ed the most headlines and triggered a legal 
fight between the Cubs and the owners of 
the rooftop venues across the street, who 
say they’ll cut into their views of the ball- 
park. Two weeks ago, a federal judge refused 
the owners’ request to halt construction, 
saying they hadn’t provided evidence that 
the signs would hurt their business.

Wrigley rooftops 
disclose profit at risk 
in dispute with Cubs

In denying a request last month to stop the 
Chicago Cubs from putting up a right-field 
video board and outfield advertising signs, a 
federal judge cited a lack of evidence from the 
Wrigley rooftop businesses to back up claims 
the structures would hurt them financially 

Lakeview Baseball Club and Skybox on 
Sheffield tried to fill that void last week in a 
filing in their case against the team. Records 
submitted by a consultant for the businesses 
show a small net income and the possibility of 
catastrophic losses should ticket sales to their 
businesses drop because of blocked views. 

The data chronicle monthly and year- 
end income— including ticket sales to Cubs 
games— and expenses such as mortgage pay- 
ments. Chris Bue, the consultant, said in court 
papers that it shows a video board in right field 
would block views into the ballpark and de- 
stroy the businesses. 

Without ticket sales, described as the roof- 
tops’ “only significant source of revenue,” they 
would have no income and be unable to cover 
mortgages— fixed costs not dependent on ac- 
tivity stemming from Cubs games, according 
to documents filed by Tom Lombardo, an at- 
torney representing the businesses. 

The rooftop businesses, controlled by 
commodities trader Edward McCarthy have 
accused the Cubs of engaging in anti-com- 
petitive behavior and violating the terms of a 
20 -year, revenue-sharing contract that allowed 
the rooftops to charge admission to watch 
games from their bird’s-eye views. 

They want the Cubs permanently barred 
from blocking views into Wrigley 

The team has asked that the lawsuit be 
dismissed. A spokesman declined comment 
Monday 

Last month, the team earned a victory when 
U.S. District Judge Virginia Kendall allowed 
the Cubs to continue their plans for outfield 
signs and video boards. 

Both sides are due back in court March 23.

Emanuel, Garcia sound 
off on Chicago transit 
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One Emanuel proposal Garcia is against 
is the proposed $320 million flyover, which 
Garcia criticized as “an unnecessary expen- 
diture of taxpayer funds that will generate 
little return on investment” in an email via his 
spokeswoman. Under Emanuel’s direction, 
the CTA has proposed creating an elevated 
ramp that would allow Brown Line trains to 
bypass Red and Purple Line train traffic at the 
Belmont stop. 

The move would reduce commute wait 
times at that station by a few minutes and 
is necessary to be able to handle future Red 
Line train capacity, CTA officials say But 
some Lakeview residents have complained 
that the ramp would look like a rollercoaster 
in the middle of their neighborhood and 
more than a dozen buildings would be torn 
down to build the flyover. 

There is no specific construction timeline 
for the proposed Belmont flyover, which is 
awaiting funding. 

Emanuel has not recently laid out new 
plans for the CTA but has pushed proposals 
already in the works, including the continu- 
ation of repair work to North Side Blue Line 
stations. If funding is found, the city also 
likely will move forward on a controversial 
proposal to create a $160 million express bus 
system along Ashland Avenue. 

Lor his part, Garcia hasn’t been specific 
about his Chicago transit plans. On his web- 
site chicagoforchuy.com, Garcia advocates 
finding new ways to fund public transit, 
including private partnerships, but doesn’t 
mention any specific projects he would pur-

On how to increase CTA ridership: Though 
the CTA still is calculating ridership figures 
from December, it looks like the agency will 
see its second consecutive year of ridership 
decreases systemwide. 

Emanuel spokesman Adam Collins said 
CTA ridership “remains strong” but saw a dip 
last year because of sub-zero temperatures. 

Garcia said to increase ridership, ideally all 
transit lines, not just the Red and Blue lines, 
should operate round the clock. The cost of 
increasing that service is unknown. “No parts 
of Chicago or the metropolitan area should 
be isolated from public transit; twenty-four 
hour service should be available to all com- 
munities; and, the different systems (CTA, 
Metra, Pace) should be integrated to attract 
more riders,” Garcia said in an email. 

On the Ashland Avenue express bus 
system: Under Emanuel, the CTA has pro- 
posed building an express bus system, called 
bus rapid transit, along 16 miles of Ashland 
Avenue from Irving Park Road on the North 
Side to 95th Street on the South Side. The 
proposal would speed bus commutes on Ash- 
land Avenue, but some local residents and 
business owners have expressed concern over 
the elimination of car lanes and left-hand 
turns on the busy thoroughfare. 

Garcia said he would support the Ashland 
proposal if there is a better compromise with 
residents and business associations. “There 
are a multitude of concerns that have been 
raised, including limited number of car lanes 
and left turns,” Garcia said in an email.

As if braving the frigid February tempera- 
tures hasn’t been bad enough, Chicagoans 
have been in the depths of a serious dry spell. 

While the sub-zero temperatures— which 
contributed to last month’s tying the coldest 
February on record— have been the focus of 
icy-breath conversations in the city the dry 
air both inside and out also has the city itch- 
ing for any sign of spring. While data on the 
dryness of the air isn’t tracked day-to-day 
WGN Meteorologist Tom Skilling says Feb- 
ruary had been particularly dry because of the 
arctic air that’s blown through the Midwest. 
And while a lack of moisture in the air is far 
from life threatening, those in the business of 
humidity say the dry air sure can be irritating. 

“The bottom line is, you feel more com- 
fortable in air with moisture,” Skilling said. 

The meteorological explanation behind 
dry air, and why February has been particu- 
larly brutal, is relatively simple. The colder it 
gets, the less moisture the air is able to hold. 
So, when arctic air blows into Chicago, not 
only is nothing melting, the air can’t hold as 
much water. 

“More often than not, arctic air is almost as 
dry as a desert,” Skilling said. “I don’t know if 
you’re going to die from it or whatever, but on 
so many levels, you’re going to feel better with 
some moisture in the air.” 

Why? For one, drier air causes the body to 
feel colder because of “evaporative cooling.” 
When the air outside or in an apartment is 
particularly dry moisture from the skin evap- 
orates into the air quicker, causing a cooling 
sensation. Basically Skilling explains, it’s like 
getting out of a hot shower. The rapid evapo- 
ration of water off the body causes the body 
to feel much colder, the reason why most peo- 
ple quickly reach for a towel to dry off. 

It’s also why apartments or offices with hu- 
midifiers tend to use less electricity. Higher 
humidities make lower temperatures more 
bearable, thus a more manageable electric 
bill at the end of the month, Skilling said. 


And, speaking of electricity, the drier air also 
explains why you’re much more likely to get 
a static shock from metal surfaces in your 
daily life. 

But perhaps the biggest burden brought by 
the cold, dry air is to the skin, which bears the 
brunt of the Chicago winter elements. 

“You’re being bombarded from two sides, 
inside and outside,” Northwestern Medicine 
dermatologist Benjamin Marks said. “{The 
dry air} decreases the skin barrier— essential 
components of it— and opens you up to dehy- 
dration of the skin.” 

This season, Marks said he’s seen an in- 
crease in patients complaining of itchy skin— 
particularly on the hands and scalp — as well as 
an increase in complaints about pre-existing 
skin conditions flaring up. 

“This season has been worse than others,” 
he said. “I’ve had patients come in and say 
‘Gosh, I haven’t had this problem in years.’ I 
think the cold weather, and the length of the 
cold weather, definitely is contributing.” 

Marks said those with conditions like ec- 
zema and psoriasis— both diseases that cause 
inflammation of the skin— frequently see 
flare-ups in prolonged periods of dry weather. 
The itching can lead to problems sleeping, 
dandruff and, in some cases, cause those with 
cracked or severely dry skin to become more 
susceptible to infection. 

In order to prevent the itching and scratch- 
ing, Marks recommends patients practice 
proper skin hygiene. This includes showering 
once a day for less than io minutes in luke- 
warm water (versus hot and steamy), using 
unscented soap like Dove as opposed to a 
harsher anti-bacterial soap, using a moistur- 
izer and covering up as much skin possible 
when going outside. 

Can Chicago expect a reprieve any time 
soon? Probably not. Skilling’s current fore- 
cast shows the chilly weather has already 
lingered past March i, the beginning of me- 
teorological spring.

Water, water, in the air 

Since we’ve established that Chicago’s current dry spell is just as obnoxious as the cold, is 

there really anything we can do about it? Meteorologist Tom Skilling and engineer Konrad 

Witek of Buffalo Grove-based HVAC retailer ecomfort.com have some tips to keep Chicago 

apartments a little more comfortable. m.s. 

»The most comfortable level of humidity in a home can be determined by a simple formula. 
According to Skilling, the humidity in an apartment should be half of the air temperature. If 
you like your apartment at 72 degrees, a 36-percent humidity is ideal. 

» If you aren’t sure how dry your pad is, Skilling recommends picking up a hygrometer, which 
measures humidity. They can be purchased relatively cheaply at most hardware stores. 

» Witek said it’s difficult to keep a consistent humidity in an apartment with radiant heat. 
However, purchasing single-room humidifiers can help. He said they’ll need to be refilled 
often and, to be effective, they’re going to need to run constantly. 

» Make sure your apartment isn’t “leaky,” Witek says. Seal off old windows with plastic wrap, 
and insulate any cracks and drafty doors as much as possible to keep from losing moist air. 

» Plants also produce moisture for the air. Skilling said adding several to an apartment and 
watering them frequently will keep a place from drying out.

Not many people would have the balls to 
squeeze a police officer’s testicles. Prosecu- 
tors are saying a Chicago woman did it twice. 

Chicago police officers found Arnetha Lof- 
ton, 45, at her ex-boyfriend’s Southwest Side 
apartment Sunday after they were called in 
on a domestic disturbance, according to a po- 
lice report filed after the incident. The report 
states that Lofton “attempted to destroy” 
her ex-boyfriend’s property— a TV stand had 
been tipped over, and food from the freezer 
was all over the kitchen floor. 

As Lofton gathered her things to leave, po- 
lice stated, she began threatening her ex, say- 
ing she would “have his ass capped” and that if 
he came up to the North Side where she lives 


he “was going to be dealt with,” according to 
the report. 

When officers arrested Lofton and es- 
corted her out of the building, she allegedly 
squeezed one officer’s scrotum, “causing in- 
stant pain,” according to the police report— 
and did it a second time when the same officer 
tried to put her in the back of a police car. 

Lofton, of the 1500 block of North Cly- 
bourn Avenue, was charged with aggravated 
battery to a peace officer, a felony, as well 
as two related misdemeanor charges. Judge 
Donald Panarese Jr. on Monday ordered Lof- 
ton a $90,000 I-bond with electronic moni- 
toring, meaning she can be released under 
county supervision until her next court date.
